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WEYMOUTH and Port¬ 
land is investigating an 
exciting new form of 
green energy which could 
power the borough and 
create dozens of new 
jobs. 

Senior authority staff 
and councillors are 
keenly interested in Sear¬ 
aser. 

The device, which cre¬ 
ates power from sea 
waves, acts as a pump to 
take seawater to a reser¬ 
voir to drive turbines. 

Just three such turbines 
could provide enough en¬ 
ergy to power the whole 
of Portland. 

The council is now ac¬ 
tively looking not just to 
support the device being 
built in the borough but 
to use such generated 
power to benefit Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland. 

Economic development 
spokesman Councillor 
Geoff Petherick has al¬ 
ready travelled down to 
Devon this week to view 
Searaser in operation at 
Dartmouth Wave Energy 
Ltd. 

He said: “I was very 
impressed at what I saw. 

“Of all the energy de¬ 
vices I have seen, Sear¬ 
aser is the one which has 
the most promise because 
it offers the best blend of 
cost and energy deliv¬ 
ery.”

He added that three 
such turbines could 
power the whole of Port¬ 
land and that the Searaser 
proposals were “very ex¬ 
citing indeed”. 

Mr Petherick said: “I 


am now holding talks 
about how such a project 
could be financed for 
Weymouth and Portland’s 
use and how we can at¬ 
tract the development so 
such devices could be 


built here. 

“If we can bring the 
Searaser project to Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland it 
will be a key aim 
achieved in our inward 
investment programme 
with the potential for 
dozens of new jobs. 

“It could also be a major 


saving for energy use in 
the borough, both com¬ 
mercial and domestic. 

“All this takes money. 
Searaser is at the proto¬ 
type stage at the moment 
and we need to discuss 
potential finance and 
business sites with Dart¬ 
mouth Wave Energy.”

Heroic neighbours save children

BRAVE and decisive ac¬ 
tion from teenager Matt 
Robinson and his family 
saved five children during 
a dramatic rescue from a 
burning house on Sunday. 

Matt bravely entered the 
neighbours’ burning house 
in West Street, Abbotsbury, 
after hearing calls for help, 
and with the assistance of 
his mother and father 
Jackie and Roy, rescued 
the children aged 16, 12, 
11 five and 16-months 
from an upstairs bedroom. 

Dorset Police described 
the Robinson family's 
quick-thinking actions as 
"heroic", whilst Station 
Manager Steve Isaacs, 
who attended the scene 
added: "Once again a 
working smoke alarm has 
saved lives.” 

The drama unfolded 
around 9.30 pm on Sunday 
evening when Matt, who 
was in his bedroom, heard 
cries for help coming from 
outside. 

He dashed out of the 


house to see the children’s 
mother Tracee Barlow on 
the ground by the back 
door calling for help hav¬ 
ing injured herself jumping 
from the bedroom window, 
and the eldest daughter 
Charlotte hanging out the 
bedroom window shouting 
for assistance. 

Tracee had been alerted 
to the fire by the smoke 
alarm warning and Char¬ 
lotte had rounded up all the 
children into their mother’s 
bedroom. 

Matt broke in through the 
back door, and aware that 
the house was on fire 
pushed the lounge door 
slightly ajar. Finding the 
room in flames he closed it 
again to contain the fire. 

Unsure of the house lay¬ 
out and with thick smoke 
around the stair area, Matt 
ran outside where by now 
his parents had put a ladder 
to the window, and mother 
Jackie was at the top help¬ 
ing Charlotte transfer 16- 


month Mackenzie and 12- 
year-old Tammy down to 
Roy. 

Charlotte was becoming 
affected by smoke inhala¬ 
tion and so Matt climbed 
into the bedroom and 
helped her down to safety. 

“Although she was chok¬ 
ing from the smoke, she 
didn’t want to leave the 
other children, and only re¬ 
lented when I took her 
place,” said Matt. 

“Although I had a torch it 
was useless as the smoke 
was so thick, it was like 
driving in fog where the 
light reflects back, and so I 
had to feel my way to find 
the other two. I shouted to 
them to make noises to 
help me find them.” 

Armed with a wet cloth 
over his mouth, Matt 
found 11-year-old Jack 
slumped against the door 
and his younger sister 
against some bedroom fur¬ 
niture. Both had fallen 
semi-conscious. 

Another neighbour Kate 
March who called the

YOU could say the key ingredient to the success 
of Alf's Fish and Chip Shop is community spirit. 

Since taking over the fryers of the shop on 
Lynch Road four and a half years ago, John 
Pearce and his wife Karen have won countless 
awards for their involvement with the Wey¬ 
mouth's community. 

Cornishman John has been in the fast food 
business for 28 years and knows a thing or two 
about frying the perfect chip and which piece 
of fish makes the perfect accompaniment. 

Here he talks about all those things plus his 
favourite Christmas carol, what shows he'll put 
his feet up to watch over the festive period and 
which dish he would take with him onto a 
desert island. 


■ HOW did you get into the fish and chip busi¬ 
ness? 

Because I’m dyslexic couldn’t find any opportunities 
open to me and so I got into the fish and chip business 
simply because I had always been in the fast food trade. 
I was initially in Weymouth town centre. 

■ WHAT is the secret to a good chip? 

Frst you need a fresh Maris Piper potato. Then you need 
to wash it thoroughly to remove all the starch and the 
pans (frying pans) must be kept clean at all times; so 
many people make the mistake of not doing that. And we 
use 100-per-cent vegetable oil. 

■ WHAT is the most popular dish? 

Cod and chips, they will always be the staple of what we 
do, and people will always love them. But saying that, 
our gluten free range is also very popular. Some people 
come here especially for it because we don’t mix fryers, 
or cross fry, the ingredients. 

■ HAVING won the community Seafish awards 
Contribution to the Local Community Award for 
the third year, what drives you to be so commu¬ 
nity minded? 

I had a mother, who lived on her own, and I didn’t spend 
a lot of time with her because of working all the time, 
and we see in the news and papers all the time old people 
being mugged and I just want to make sure those people 
are being looked after, some of these people served in 
the war for us and I feel we should pay them back a little 
bit. 

■ WHAT makes a good fish and chip shop? 

Good quality food at the right prices. The staff’s relation¬ 
ship with the customers and the over all cleanliness of 
the shop. It’s something that’s seen us become so suc¬ 
cessful, our relationship with the public in general; we 
get the police, fire brigade all walks of life coming here. 

■ HAVE you any hobbies outside of work? 
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No. All my time is devoted to the shop and charity work. 
I went through a stage where people were donating fur¬ 
niture and I was giving it to people that needed it and 
spent my spare time with that, but since my angina attack 
I cannot do it any more. 

■ WHAT do you like about Weymouth? 

It’s near the sea-side and the beach and you get a good 
lot of tourists. But I think it’s the people in Weymouth, 
who are fantastic and have such a great community spirit 
which makes it such a good place to live. 

■ WHAT don't you like about the town? 

The parking, which is about to get a lot worse. The in¬ 
crease in business rates, that’s not helping the smaller 
businesses and basically the council in general. They are 
putting in roundabouts near my shop and a cycle path but 
they didn’t even consult us. 

■ WHAT three things would you buy if you won 
the lottery? 

For myself nothing I’ve got everything I need, a great 
wife and children. I think I would spend some on a few 
pensioners here, some need cookers, some fridges and 
others washing machines, so I would give some money 
for that. And I think I would buy Karen a house on 
Greenhill near the sea front. I’m not a man that needs to 
show off with pocessions like a brand new car or any¬ 
thing. 

■ WHAT three things would you take with you 
onto a desert island? 

Water, firstly. A radio so I could listen to Solent, because 
I like the music and way they have talking on there. And 
I’d take some food; it would probably be chips because 
they have all the nourishment in them and would keep 
you going.

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Body believed to be 
Weymouth woman 

A BODY discovered at the foot of cliffs in West 
Bay, near Bridport on Christmas Day is believed 
to be that of a 57-year-old woman from Wey¬ 
mouth.

Think twice about asking to see your doctor 
as GPs face'significant additional workload' 


SICK people across Dorset can help 
doctors cope with the new swine flu 
vaccination of under-fives by only ask¬ 
ing to see them if absolutely necessary. 

NHS Dorset said local GPs faced “a 
significant additional workload” from 
the vaccinations at what was already a 
busy time of year caused by extra cold 
and flu patients. 

Under-fives are being innoculated 
thanks to an agreement between NHS 
Dorset and the majority of local GPs 
reached when national vaccination 
programme negotiations broke down. 

NHS Dorset primary care commis¬ 


sioning deputy director Nikki Osborne 
asked people to bear the under-fives 
vaccination in mind when they were 
deciding whether they needed to see 
their GP or whether they could get the 
health advice they need elsewhere such 
as their local pharmacist. 

She added that they were delighted 
so many GPs had agreed to take part 
so quickly. 

She said: “This is testament to the ex¬ 
cellent standard of general practice in 
Dorset and the good relationships be¬ 
tween the practices, NHS Dorset and 


the Local Medical Committee, which 
represents the interests of GPs and 
which has been extremely supportive. 

“Vaccinating the under-5s is very im¬ 
portant as children in this age group 
are more likely to be hospitalised if 
they fall ill with swine flu. They also 
have high rates of admission to critical 
care and there have also been some 
deaths nationally.‘The vaccine, which 
has a good safety profile, is the best 
way of protecting a child. ’ 

Parents will receive a letter inviting 
them to have their child vaccinated. If 
they are registered with a GP who has 


not signed up to the agreement, NHS 
Dorset will make alternative arrange¬ 
ments for them. 

Other groups being invited to receive 
a swine flu vaccine are people aged be¬ 
tween six months and 65 years in the 
seasonal flu “at risk” groups, all preg¬ 
nant women, people who live with 
those whose immune systems are com¬ 
promised such as cancer patients or 
people with HIV/AIDS and people 
aged 65 and over in the seasonal flu ‘at 
risk’ group. 


Family save neighbour's children from blaze

emergency services attended to the chil¬ 
dren together with the fourth member of 
the Robinson family, 15-year-old Lisa, 
until the paramedics arrived and took 
over. 

The children and their mother, who frac¬ 
tured her pelvis in the fall, were taken to 
Dorchester County Hospital where all the 
children were released after treatment on 


Monday afternoon. 

Matt, who had only celebrated his 18th 
birthday the day before, is studying a full 
time motor vehicle course at Weymouth 
College. He played down his part in the 
rescue and went to work as normal on 
Monday morning at the Bridport Care Re¬ 
pair Centre, where he gains practical ex¬ 
perience two days a week. 

“It was instinctive and something you 
do automatically. I didn’t really think 



about the danger, I just wanted to help, but 
after realised that I could have made the 
situation worse if I had become trapped.” 

Father Roy said whilst they appreciated 
the danger, they assessed that there was no 
fire in the bedroom and if they were quick 
they could save all the children. 

“It was ten minutes or so after we had 
rescued them that the fire brigade arrived, 
by which time might have been too late 
for the last two children.” 

A statement from Dorset Fire and Res¬ 
cue Services confirmed: “Two crews from 
Dorchester and a crew from Weymouth 
attended the scene and tackled the fire 
using breathing apparatus and a hose reel 
jet. All the occupants of the house were 
outside when crews arrived and we be¬ 


lieve they had been helped to safety by 
neighbours.” 

Station Manager Isaacs added: “We be¬ 
lieve the lady was woken by her smoke 
alarm and all the other occupants were 
able to be rescued because of this. 

“We would also recommend residents 
planning an escape route in the case of a 
fire and shutting all doors at night as this 
prevents the spread of fire." 

Inspector Andy Crook, from Dorset Po¬ 
lice, said the actions of the Robinson fam¬ 
ily could only be described as heroic and 
without the quick-thinking and positive 
actions performed by Matthew, Jacqui and 
Roy, there would have almost certainly 
been a more serious, if not a fatal, conse¬ 
quence.

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What will the 
Olympics mean 
for Weymouth 
and Portland? 


M ANY people in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland are 
asking what the 
Olympics will do for the local area, 
the local economy and local peo¬ 
ple. 

A report by Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Borough Council sets out 
some of the legacy benefits that are 
already being achieved, as well as 
highlighting projects which are 
working towards delivering the 
Dorset Strategic Partnership’s “12 
for 12” legacy aims. 

Some of the benefits already 
being realised include, not only the 
completion of the Sailing Acad¬ 
emy facilities at Osprey Quay, 
which will be available for long 
term use after 2012 and other re¬ 
lated developments at Osprey 
Quay, but also the demolition of 
the Mere Tank Farm, with the land 
becoming available for employ¬ 
ment uses after the Games. 

The authority is working with the 
Dorset Strategic Partnership and as 
part of Team Dorset, a partnership 
of public and private organisations, 
working to build a lasting legacy 
from the 2012 Games. 

Councillor Howard Legg, Spe¬ 
cial Projects Brief holder for the 
Borough Council said: “This is 
very much a working document 
and will change over the next two 
years and be updated on a regular 
basis. It demonstrates clearly that 
benefits from the 2012 Games are 
already being achieved within 
Weymouth and Portland as part of 
this wider Team Dorset initiative. 

“The schedule of legacy benefits 
will be on the borough council’s 
website for all to see and we would 


be pleased to hear from any indi¬ 
vidual or organisation who is in¬ 
volved in a project which they 
consider might also help deliver 
legacy benefits.” 

A second report also issued by 
the borough council sets out a se¬ 
ries of questions and answers in re¬ 
lation to the Olympic Games, 
under the headings of Transport, 
Security, Event Management, Vis¬ 
itor Management/Accommodation 
and Culture. 

Councillor Legg added: “The 
questions and answers schedule is 
aimed at responding to questions 
that we as councillors are asked by 
the local community and again this 
will be updated on a regular basis. 

“It will be placed on the borough 
council’s website and the public 
will have an opportunity to submit 
questions and we will aim to an¬ 
swer them, within the scope of the 
knowledge that we have at the 
present time”. 

Good progress is being made on 
the preparations for the Games and 
the council and partners will be 
hosting a series of visits from gov¬ 
ernment officials in this new year 
so that they can see for themselves 
the preparations and discuss how 
visitor management and other is¬ 
sues are to be addressed during 
2012 . 

Looking forward 

■ FOLLOWING the celebrations 
at the end of October, when the 
1000 days to the start of the 
Olympic Games was reached, 
work has been progressing on a 
number of fronts. 

A recent workshop held in Wey¬ 


mouth Pavilion involving local 
business and interest groups, 
looked at how best the 
Pavilion/Ferry Terminal car park 
might be used during the Games 
period in 2012. A wide range of 
ideas were put forward, with a 
view to creating a themed ‘village’ 
with potential for a wide range of 
attractions which could include 
local foods, exhibitions about the 
Jurassic Coast, international cui¬ 
sine, an outdoor cinema and other 
entertainment ideas. Most impor¬ 
tantly, discussion took place on 
how the facilities for 2012 might 
be funded. 

Councillor Howard Legg said: 
“This was very much an ideas 
workshop and the start of a process 
which includes engaging with 
local businesses and interest 
groups. No decisions have yet been 
made, but we will have to assess 
all of the ideas submitted, develop 
this into a report and consider it 
more formally. We plan to continue 
consultation with the groups in¬ 
volved and are very much appre¬ 
ciative of their enthusiasm and 
support on the day”. 

Brian Cooper of Resort Market¬ 
ing commented: “The workshop 
was the best 2012 event I have at¬ 
tended yet from a local business 
perspective. Not only was the in¬ 
formation provided useful, but a 
real opportunity was provided for 
local businesses to become in¬ 
volved in an actual project. This 
has to be the way forward if local 
businesses are to really benefit 
from the Olympics and I welcome 
the council taking the initiative on 
this project.” 


New benches for Preston promenade 


AS PART of an ongoing drive to 
provide sustainable facilities on 
Weymouth seafront, the council 
is taking a fresh look at public 
seating provisions on Preston 
Promenade in order to make 
benches more environmentally 
friendly. 

Early next month, the council’s 
management committee will be 
presented with a report recom¬ 
mending ways in which a new, 
more durable bench design could 
be introduced in order to reduce 
maintenance costs. 

The area along Preston Prome¬ 
nade is a particularly harsh envi¬ 
ronment for the benches, which 
are exposed to the elements. 
Since the original set of benches 
were installed in 1997, new de¬ 
signs have become available 
which will require less mainte¬ 
nance work to combat this. 


The existing benches were orig¬ 
inally installed as part of a bench 
donor memorial scheme set up by 
the council, and it is to be pro¬ 
posed that existing donors will be 
approached with an option to par¬ 
ticipate in any future bench 
scheme on the Promenade. 

The council recognises that the 
benches hold sentimental value 
for many of the donors. 

An assessment has shown that 
many of the benches have be¬ 
come a safety hazard and are in 
need of replacement; and several 
have already been deemed unsafe 
and have been removed. 

Wherever possible, the donors 
of these benches have been con¬ 
tacted to explain the circum¬ 
stances, and have been informed 
about options for the future so 
that their memorials can be re¬ 
newed. 


Councillor Brendan Webster, 
Brief Holder for Culture, Tourism 
and Community Facilities said: 
“We know that the memorial 
benches on Preston Promenade 
are of high personal value to the 
families and friends of those who 
are commemorated. After a 
decade of facing the elements, 
many of the benches in the area 
are now in need of replacement in 
order to maintain public safety. 

“The wishes of bench donors 
will be at the forefront of our 
plans and the council is working 
to ensure that bench donors are 
contacted and invited to partici¬ 
pation in future options. 

The management committee of 
the council will see and discuss 
options at their next meeting in 
January: I am confident that the 
outcome will be sensitive to the 
wishes of the bench donors.”

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Man hurt in daylight robbery 


DETECTIVES are continuing their search 
for two youths after a man was beaten and 
robbed during an afternoon attack in the 
Fortuneswell area of Portland. 

The 59 year-old Portland man was ap¬ 
proached from behind, pushed against a 
wall and had his money stolen during the 
attack along Castle Road, near the Foyle- 
bank Medical Centre.

coloured sweatshirt at the time of the rob¬ 
bery. 

Detective Constable Tom Isaac, of Wey¬ 
mouth CID, said: “The victim was walk¬ 
ing along Castle Road, toward Castletown, 
when an unknown man approached him 
from behind. 

“This man put his arm around the vic¬ 
tim’s neck and demanded money. He then 
reached into the victim’s coat pocket and 
stole a small quantity of cash. 

“The victim was then pushed against a 
nearby wall and fell to the ground. Follow¬ 
ing this, he was able to kick out at the of¬ 
fender, who then began to run away.

December also saw ten 
days when wind speeds 
were recorded of gale 
force or above with the 
strongest gusts coming 
in the first week. Gusts of 
over 50mph were 
recorded on December 5, 
7 and on Christmas Day. 

Temperatures were well 
below monthly averages 
with the average maxi¬ 
mum down 1.0 Centi¬ 
grade at 8.3C, the 
average minimum down 
1.3C at 3.2C, the mean 
temperature down 1.1C 
at 5.8C and the average 
sea temperature down 
1.1C at 9C.

BRIDPORT failed to open the New Year with a win at St 
Mary's last Saturday when they went down to an unex¬ 
pected reversal against Elmore.

Perhaps if Matt Moors shot had found the net soon 
after Elmore had regained the lead midway through the 
first-half instead of cannoning off the beaten keepers 
head, it may have lifted their spirits but it was not to be, 
and two late second half goals sealed a rather flattering 
win for visitors. 

Elmore took the lead on 13 minutes with their first 
strike on target when Simon Evans brilliantly saved Tom 
Edworthy's flick. Evan's punched the resultant corner 
away but only to Liam Thomas who cleverly lobbed the 


ball back beyond the Bees defence. 

Moors back from a long injury looked sharp up front 
and quickly equalised with a well struck shot from 16- 
yards after Chris Clarke's surging run had set him up. 

Mark Pickford put the visitors ahead again almost im¬ 
mediately. Bridport failed to adequately close down a 
right wing attack and then allowed the ball to reach the 
striker who scored from close in. 

Then after Moors had unluckily come close to equalis¬ 
ing after cleverly working himself space, Chris Clarke 
headed wide from a free kick and had another chance 
that he might have taken before Jamie Symes headed an 
effort over the bar. 

Bridport pushed after the interval for the equaliser but 
Elmore sat back and absorbed the pressure before break¬ 
ing away on 77 minutes when James Blake beat the off¬ 
side trap to score and five minutes later Tom Pilling 
added another to cap a disappointing Bridport display.
